If warm weather finds you 
with some beef which you are 
afraid will spoil, it is a good plan 
to make corned beef of it. Better 
yet, if you know you are going 
to have more beef than you can 
use fresh, “corn” the surplus im­ 
mediately after butchering. This 
recipe is a good one and can be 
multiplied 
for 
an 
additional 
amount of meat. 
TO CORN BEEF 
5 pounds rump or brisket of beef 
3 tablespoons of salt 
3 tablespoons of brown sugar 
iy2 teaspoons of saltpetre 
Cold water to cover 
Put all of the ingredients in a 
crock with just enough cold 
water to cover the meat. Weight 
down if necessary to hold meat 
under brine. Let stand for at 
least two days before using. The 
meat may be cooked in a brine 
of 
this 
salt 
and 
salt-petre 
strength. If more of either of 
these ingredients is used, the 
meat is better freshened for a 
few hours in clear cold water. 
This is good m eat for the old­ 
fashioned New England boiled 
dinner or the “main dish dinner 
of today. 
Corned beef, cabbage, potatoes 
and carrots make up the com­ 
plete combination for this fa­ 
mous dish. And a combination it 
is th at’s hard to improve upon. 
Moreover it is an easy meal to 
prepare because it may all be 
cooked in one pot. It goes par­ 
ticularly well at this time of year 
when hearty food is relished, and 
it is an ex cellent way to use your 
stored carrots and cabbage, as 
well as potatoes. 
A serving of canned fruit, with 
or without cake or cookies, or a 
fruit salad with crackers and 
possibly a piece of cheese will 
round out this menu and give 
you a very well-balanced meal 
indeed. 
Corned Beef requires long slow 
cooking, about one hour to the 
pound is right. Add the vegeta­ 
bles during the last hour of cook­ 
ing. 
You are fortunate if you have 
a big deep platter on which you 
can include the whole dinner, ar­

A bill to redu ce the gross in­ 
come tax to retailers was on the 
senate schedu le for eonsideration 
at ll o’clock this morning. 
The hou se of representativ es 
schedu led a session later as a 
committee of the whole to con­ 
sider the $8 4,000,000 state bu dget 
for the nex t two fiscal y ears. 
A div ided report was ex pected 
[rom the senate finance commit­ 
tee on the tax bill. 
The measu re as it came from 
the hou se wou ld cu t the tax of 
retail merchants from one per 
cent to one half of one per cent 
and their ex emption from $3,000 
to $1,000 y early . 
The majority on the commit­ 
tee was reported in fav or of a 
sliding scale of rates ranging 
from three-tenths of a per cent 
on income u p to $15 ,000 to two 
per cent on income of more than 
$100,000, withou t ex emption. 
The minority planned to pro­ 
pose a flat rate of three-q u arters 
of one per cent and a $2,000 ex ­ 
emption. 
Senator Jacob Weiss (D-In- 
dianapolis) su ggested the sliding 
scale. Senator Walter S. Cham­ 
bers (D-New Castle) has pro­ 
posed an alternativ e schedu le 
ru nning from one-half of one per 
cent to one and one-half per 
cent. 
The senate y esterday pu t off 
considering the report u ntil to­ 
day , while the roads committee 
postponed a report on a bill 
which wou ld prov ide a different 
method of distribu tion of motor 
v ehicle fees to giv e local com­ 
mu nities more money and the 
state less. 
The bu dget—for ou tlay s in a 
period which Gov ernor Town­ 
send has warned may pu t the 
state in the red—is contained in 
two appropriations bills, which 
u nder the constitu tion originate 
in the hou se. 
One bill is for departments and 
institu tions 
su pported 
by the 
state alone. The way s and means 
committee reported this bill—or­ 
iginally for $65 ,195 ,5 16—into the 
hou se y esterday after cu tting it 
more than a million dollars. 
The other bill is for state mon­ 
ey to match federal fu nds for 
old-age assistance, social secu r­ 
ity and the lik e. This in its or­ 
iginal form was for $19,603,900. 
It was ex pected to be reported 
in today .

FAMILY NIGHT IN CHURCH 


Madrid, March 2 (JPh -Repu b­ 
lican Spain, with a crack army 
of a half-million men seasoned 
by two and one-half y ears pf 
bitter warfare, today awaited 
calmly Premier Ju an Negrin’s 
v erdict on whether to fight Gen­ 
eralissimo Franco’s nationalists 
to the end. 
British and French recogni­ 
tion of the nationalist gov ern­ 
ment and resignation of Manu el 
Azana as president of the re­ 
pu blic became pu blic k nowledge 
bu t there was no ou tward reac­ 
tion among the people of Madrid. 
Midnight annou ncement said 
Negrin wou ld broadcast soon to 
all Spain and many look ed to 
that broadcast for determina­ 
tion of their fate, Some believ ed 
the premier wou ld annou nce 
constitu tional steps to elect a 
new president. 
Under the constitu tion a new 
presidential election mu st be 
called within eight day s after 
resignation and held 30 day s 
thereafter. 
An official commu niq u e last 
night said Diego Martinez Bar­ 
rio, president of the Cortes (par­ 
liament), had assu med the post 
of Azana’s interim su ccessor. It 
was u nderstood Martinez Barrio 
was preparing to retu rn from 
Paris to the Madrid-Valencia- 
Alicante zone held by the repu b­ 
licans. 
He. was ex pected to do this to 
facilitate election of a new pres­ 
ident. The Spanish constitu tion 
declares the president shall be 
elected jointly by the Cortes and

j (non-Cortes electors) eq u al to 


the nu mber of members of parli­ 
ament, normally 473. 
The last meeting of the Cortes 
was held Feb. I at Figu eras, after 
the fall of Barcelona and before 
the nationalist cleanu p of Cata­ 
lonia. Less than 70 delegates at­ 
tended. The task of gathering 
the scattered legislators was one 
of the major problems before the 
Negrin cabinet.
